The C. P. R. Agricultural College 
Train, and the Work it 
Accomplished 


On Saturday evening, June 29, the) 
Ag icultural Coilege Special, run by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, com: | 
nleted its very successful tour of the | 
province of Manitoba. The train) 
was on the road for 32 days, and in 
that time covered all Manitoba trib: } 
utary to the Canadian Pacific Railway. | 
87 different polots were visited, 1305 | 
addresses given to 22,900 people, 
which {included 9851 men, 7426 wo- | 
men and 5623 of the senfor classes of 
the schools. The following 1s 
brief outline of the work done on the 
train: 

When the train arrived at_ each 
stopping place, the car containing the 
stock. which cousisted of three pure 
bred Holstein cows, one pure bred 
Hereford fat steer, and four types of 
the best quality of work horses and 
rood mares, was placed at the un- 
loading platform. The first talk on 
stock, ‘n which pérticularly great in- 
terest was taken by the farmers, was 
given by Professor Peters and Mr, 
Jones, his asstetant. The subjects

horses for the City market, it being | 


shown that if a farmer went in for 
raising this class of stock, there 
would be enough smaller horses come 
even after making his best efforts, to 
supply horses not too heavy, for the 
farm, and the others would bring top 
prices in the City market. The 
trouble which was experienced last 
year in disease in foals was gone in- 
to thoroughly by Professor Peters, 
and the best means of stamping out 
this disease was explained. For: 
tunately this year the death rate of 
colts when very young has fallen off, 
but is still prevalent, and the farm- 
ers were eager to find out the best 
methods of handling the young colts, 

The next stock talk on the pro- 
gram was milch cows. The thor- 
oughbred Holstein cows were recom- 
mended as a particularly good type 
for raising on Manitoba farms for 
dairy'ug purposes, and the Ayrshire 
was seo recommended, The gen- 
eral use cf the Jersey was discour 
aged owing to its inability to stand 
the rough conditions in the winter 
on a Manitoba farm on account of 
her weak constitution, Two of the 
Holstein cows were shown as being 
examples of almost perfect animals 
for miik production, the third one as 
being as well bred as the other two 
(all three heing the result of a more 
than a century's breeding for milk 
production) but what would be~call- 
ed a “weed” in a herd, that is, she 
turned her food into beef instead of 
milk, »nd would not produce in a 
ear mere than 2,000 Ibs of milk, 


While a cow after paying fpr her 
keep and work in connection with 
taking care of the milk, must at 


least produce 6,000 lbs per year. The 
point made in this connection was 
that the selection of breed alone was 
{not enough but also each individual 
cow hal to be selected. The good 
m'‘lking Holstein in order to furnish 
a good profit, should at least give 
eight or nine thousand pounds. One 
zow, a prize cow at Dominion City 


last year, produced 18,000 Ibs of 
mi'k, netting to the owner a clear 
profit of $305.00. In beef cattle, 


the Hereford steer was shown as di- 
rectly opposite to the Molstein cows, 
that is, all the food the Holstein could 
use was turned into beef production. 
The raising of what is known as the 
dual purpose animal was discouraged, 
it being considered better to go in for 
milk or beef or both, but not to milk 


cows intended only for the raising of | 


beef siock 

A snort talk was also given on hog 
production, and the raising of sheep. 

After the stock-judging, Principal 
Hales cf the Brandon Normal School, 
gave the men a short talk on agricul- 
tural education in the Public schools, 
and advocated strongly more thor- 
ough training of our teachers in agri- 
culture, and they in their turn tak- 
ing up more of the time in teaching 
that subject in the rural districts and

Lee dealt particularly with the des 
truction of the Sow Thistle, the Can- 
ade Thistlh: Mustard, Wild Oats and 
French Weed, The farmers in the 
Rastern and Southern portions of the 
Province were apparently anxious to 
find ovt the best means of destroying 
weeds, and the farmers to the West 
and North, where the weeds as yet 
have not made the same progress, 
| were anxious for their identification. 


{Scme farmers did not know the Sow 


| Thistle, although Mr, Lee was able 
| to find it on thelr farms, The farm- 
/ers were warned against this weed 
in paicicular, it being really the only 
| weed in Manitoba which takes com- 
| pleto possession of the land, not al- 
lowing any grain to grow with it. It 
{gs also the only weed which will at- 
tack the prairie, 

Mr. Harrison gave a talk on fodder 
creps, particularly on the planting 
and raising of corn and also showed 
how a crop of corn could be raised 
and do as much good as summer-fal- 
lowing, thus giving the farmer a val- 
uable crop where otherwise his land 
would be lying idle. Mr, Harrison 
|also spoke on the raising of tim- 
othy, clover and alfalfa, warning the 
farmers to be particularly careful to 
see that their iand was very thor- 
oughly cultivated and Inoculated be- 
fore sowing alfalfa seed, 

Principal Black closed the meeting 
for the men by giving a strong prac 
| tical talk on the general successful 
working of a Manitoba farm and on 
the Agricultural College work, and on 
the necessity fur every young man 
and woman, who intended to follow 
farming as a vocation, taking a 
courso in the Agricultural College; 
| that agriculture had to be handled 
in a scientific way the same, if not 
more so, than any other business. 

The .women's part of the program 
was first taken by Mrs. Salisbury, 
who gave a very useful and instruc- 
tive talk on home nursing, sanitary 
conditions in the home, ventilation, 
ete, . 

Professor Broderick then spoke to 
the women on horticulture and the 
| beautifying of the farm home, the 
best way of raising house and garden 
plants, ornamental shrubbery, plant- 
ing of trees, laying out of lawns, etc. 

Professor Herner gave a very in- 
teresting talk on poultry-raising and

The senior classes of the schools 
| at almost every point came over to

Association Rules 


1—The annual membership fee shall be one 
dollar. Entrance to exhibition grounds, 25c; 
children over 6 years of age 10c. Live stock 
exhibitors will be furnished with the nece saary 
passes for attendants free. 

2—HEntries should be in the hands of the 
secretary not later than Wednesday, Aug. 28th, 
1912, at 6 p.m. On all entries received after 
that date, double entry fee will be charged. In- 
tries should he made on the printed entry 
forms, which may be had oa application to 
the secretary, No entry will be accepted un- 
less accompanied by the proper entry fees. 
Wntry tickets may be obtained from the office 
on the grounds when exhibits are brought in. 

3—The Society will in no case be reponsible 
for any loss or damage that may occur to any 
animal or article ertered for competition, 

4—No animal suffering from any contagious 
infectious disease will be allowed on the 
grounds, 

5—Iive Stock entries must be made in the 
name of the bonafide owner. 

6—All grains, roots and vegetables must 
have been grown by exhibitor during 1912.5 

7—Pedigrees of registered animals must be 
furnished to the judges if called for. 

8—The Society will in no éase become 
responsible for any special prize offered. 

9—The Directors shall have power to decide 
all protests and withhold prizes if they are of 
the opinion that it is justto do so. They shall 
also have power to interpret the rules and make 
new rules if the printed rules do not cover any 
dispute or point which may be brought uj. 
They may also take action without a protest 
being made. 

10—After having completed their work the 
jndges shall sign the awards, which must then 
bev hunded to the secretary. 

1—When an entry has been made under a 
wrong class, the Judges shall have power to 
change the entry; and ifan exhibitor is in 
doubt as to the classificrtion he shall have the 
privilege of requesting the Judge to advise him 
as to the proper clasifieation, providing this is 
done before judging has conimenced. 

12—Any exhibitor lodging » protest must do 
so within one hour after the judging is com- 
pleted. Said protest must be in writing and 
must state the cause of protest. It may be 
handed either to the secretary or to the direct- 
or in charge and must be accompanied by a 
deposit fee equal in value to the first prize in 
the protested event. In case the protest is not 
sustained the deposit will be forfeited to the 
society, 

13— Any person interfering in any way with 
the judges shall forfeit any premiums to which 
he might otherwise be entitled. 

1i—In case of insuflicient competition the 
judges will, at Cheir discretion, withhold prizes 
or only award prizes according to the quality 
of the exhibit. 

15—-[n case of insufficient prize money prizes 
shall be paid pro-rata, The sum of one dollar 
will be deducted from afl exhibitors winning 
$3 or over, said dollar to pay for membership 
fee for 1918. -Prize money will be paid by 
cheque as soon as possible after September Ist. 

16—The directors in charge of departments 
shall supervise placing-of exhibits in their re- 
spective departments, 

17—All exhibits must be in place for judging 
not later than 10 a.m, on the opening day of 
the fair, Aug. 80th. No exhibits shall be 
removed from the grounds before 6 p.m. Aug. 
“Bist without special permission from the 
director in charge. 

18—Upon the discovery of any fraud, decep- 
tion or dishonest practise, which may have 
affeeted the decision of the julges, the directors 
shall have power to withhold the award and 
may prohibit the offending party from exhibit- 
ing in any class for one or more years, and 
may also publish the names of such parties, if 
deemed expedient,

PEACOCK AS GOD OF DEVIL WOR- 
SHIPPERS 


DEVIL WORSHIPPERS’ IDOL 


The singular peacock god which 
has been acquired as a gift by the 
Lritish Museum from Mr, Schwaiger, 
of Delhi It is said to have belonged 
te an obscure s2t of devil worshippers 
i” Mesopotamia called the Yezidis, 
who worship the redeemed devil under 
the symbol of + peacock, The pea- 
cuck is wrought in steel, and is about 
twe feet aigh. It is valued at some 
thousands of pounds, 

Malik-i-Tawus the peocock- 
god, the sacrea symbol of the 
videst sect of devil worshippers in the 
world, {s now in Londo 

He js a bronze peacock, three feet 
nigh, and has been presented to the 
Biitish Museum by Imre Schweiger, 
tae principa! deeler in antiques in Del- 
li, to commemorate the Durbar, 

Malik--Tawu: has a calmer face 
than any of the eager eastern experts 
who surround 1m in a private room 
a. the British Museum, where his tiny 
crimson eye, set in an unwinking cir- 
clvt of turquoise defies their learned 
-urlosity. 

In 1881 a band of Arab robbers raid- 
ed the temple of the Yezidi devil wor- 
shippers at Kurdis in Mesopotamia and 
eairied away the sacred emblem to 
Sclofonia, in Persia, whence it grad- 
vally found its way to Delhi. 

To the Yezidis the devil was no 
prince of evil, but a fallen angel, car- 
rying out In some subtle way the pre- 
dJettined purpose of the Almighty, and 
thelr sacred peacock has a_ great 


| spread tail with a veiled figure, signi- 


fying in eastern manne® the Deity, en- 
gvaved on its fla: surface. 

Long inscriptions in Kufik lettering 
surround the engraved figures, and be- 
tow it is a female figure riding away

It will come a» a surprise to many 
people to know that in Great Britain 
there@are no fewer than 350,000 chil- 
dren who knew no- other parentage 
than that exercieed by the State or 
by charitable institutions, while there

| ones. 

This class of immigration not only 
relieves the burden on the British 
| taxpayer, but it sends to the Dominion 
new-comers whore gener ideas are in 
a plastic condition and who can, more 
7eadily than those of older years, be 
influenced along Canadian lines to be- 
come Canadian citizens. 

It has been estimated that Great 
Britain could save a million sterling 
by sending to Canada 10,000 children 
yf discretionary age to become valu- 
j able citizens, Canada last year 
made application for 18,000 British 
children, but on account of lack of 
funds, fewer than 3,000 were sent out.

But it has been found that the new 
product is not only an efficient sub- 
s‘itute for ivory, but can easily be 
prepared so as to take the place of 
amber, horn, coral, celluloid, and such 
like products, and {it is claimed, can | 
hardly be distinguished from them. 

It is in its position as a substitute 
for ivory that the new material has 
caused most surprise, however, be- 
cause it has the appearance of being 
anothcr instance of improving upon 
Nature. The new ivory takes a very 
high and lasting polish, and will 
probably not lack a commercial fleld | 
fo. itself, as natural ivory continues | 
tc grew searcer and dearer year by 
year.

TRACING THE DOG'S DESCENT 


French Professor Says He Comes 
From the Wolf or Jackal Families 
It seems to be generaliy accepted 

Ly naturalists and the world at large 

that the domestic dog is In some sense 

a collateral descendant of the wolf or 

jJacka! 

A professor in the Natural History 
Museum in Paris has communicated 
results of his study of various canine 
skulls to the Academy of Science. He 
appears to have noticed certain pecul- 
iarities of growth which have hitherto 
escaped zoologists, He states that 
the sku'l of almost every species of 
wolf and jacka! differs from the skull 
of the shepherd dog to an extent that 
makes {* impossible that this dog 
should belong in the same classifica- 
tion The skull of the Indian wolf on 
the contrary, shows some points of 
resemblance. This, indeed, is the 
only savege canine the top of whose 
head projects like that of our dog. 

There are, moreover, other charac- 
teristics which the Indian wolf has in 
common with the dog, and which the 


ordinary wolf does not share with | 
them, although his origin and 
that of the dog have long been 


supposed to be a common one. 
The conclusion of this scientist is 
that the Indian Wolf is the progenitor 


of the shepherd dog and the blood- 
hound. There were two primitive 
races of dogs: analogous to these 


which were first domesticated in Cen- 
tral Asia, whence they passed to Eu- 
rope, and there seems no reason to 
doubt that the bloodhound of to-day 
!s the direct descendant of the dog 
spoken of by the ancients as “the dog 
of the age of bronze.”—Harper's 
Weekly.

The sudden death of Chaudri Lala 
Meah, the hea” barber of Madras, at 
Veerappa Varar, Coll Street, Myla- 
pore, veceatly, nas disclosed interest- 
ing details about the working of the 
barber fraternity of Madras. 

The fraternity has been in exis‘ 
ence for over 120 years, Chaudri is 
commonly known in the North of In- 
dia ag barrister, or vakil, but the post 
amongst the barbers of Madras car- 
ries a much higner position. He is 
their head and their judge. He has 
eight councillors, or jurors, and he 
decides cases that come up before 
him with their ald, 

The Chaudri's post {is a life ap- 
pointment. When he dies, forty 
days after his death a mass meeting 
of barbers is held, and the vacancy 
is filled, 

The elected man from precedence 
should have been a juror, should be a 
man of good birth, education, and 
character. The barber fraternity of 
Madras now conaists of 160 Moham- 
medan barbers, and will meet at the 
Mohamigedan barbers’ mosque in 
Portiguese Church Street, North 
Georgetown, which is supported by 
the Mohammedan barbers of Madras, 
and by the fines levied by the Chaud- 


jri, to elect their Chaudrj from one of 


the jurors, and place on the jury one 
of their own men.
